Oregon. 

Last Friday the Oregon Improvement ' 
Uompany's steamship Walla Walla began 
Ilia work of cutting through the bar in ! 
the Columbia river at St. Helens, and at ' 
"i o'clock Sunday afternoon had made a 1 
channel 1000 feet long. 100 feet wide and j 

feet deep. This wonderful result was 
accomplished in 18 hours' actual work. 
Monday the steamer backed through the : 
channel again and cut it to "24 or 25 feet. 
If it, were necessary :>0 feet depth could 
be obtained in two days. There was a 
little over 18 feet of water on the bar 
when the Walla Walla began. Her after | 
ballast tanks were tilled so that her stern j 
rested on the bottom when her bow was 
away out of water. When she began to 
I urn her screw and reached 45 revolutions 
per minute huge bodies of sand, some of . 
which seemed as large as wagon beds, 
rose to the surface and were driven down 
stream and disintegrated by the strong 
current, sinking into water fum 40 to GO 
leet deep. The work was quick and com- 
plete. I5ecau.se the men had had no ex- 
perience in shifting anchors much time 
was lost, and if the work were to be repeated 
it could be done in half the time this con- 
sumed. But when it is considered that 
the dredge would have required from 40 
to 50 days to excavate a similar channel 
four days seems short. In proportion to 
the work done the cost was insignificant. 
If the steamship had been chartered by 
the government or by private individuals 
the outlay would have been about $1500. 
The expense of the work' just finished is 
borne entirely by the 0. tt. and N. Co. 
Over 18,000 cubic yards of sand were re- 
moved. This would make the cost less 
than nine cents per yard, and with the 
experience just gained the work can be ! 
done for half that sum. The usual cost j 
of dredging is from 25 to 50 cents per I 
cubic yard. 

A gentlomnn who arrived in Portland j 
Sunday said to an Oreguu'uui reporter that 
lie saw George W. Smith, whoso name i 
has been connected with the murder of ! 
Mrs. Retch, last Friday, the 18th instant. I 
Smith was at work near Tunnel No. '.i on I 
the Yiiquima Hay railroad.

If his guilt is made plain he undoubtedly 
will be lynched bofore morning. Public I

Alexandeh, Tex., Aug. 20.— A terri- | 
bio rain or water spout caused the head 
of Bosque creek, above Stevensville, to | 
overflow on the 24th, destroying property 
amounting to from 840,000 to 8100,000. 
Mrs. Hart was drowned, her house being 
dashed to pieces. Other families were 
saved by climbing on the roofs. 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 24. — General Sherman 
stated during his recent visit here that 
his intention was to leave the army be- 
fore the law retiring him went into etl'eet. 



Yokohama, Aug. 11. About 5 o'clock 
in the evening of July 22d, an organized 
body of insurgents took possession of the 
main thoroughfares in Seoul, the capital 
of Corea, and attacked the royal residence 
and the Japanese legation. The latter 
building was set on fire. The Japanese 
envoy and consul escaped with some 
twenty followers, and made thoir way to 
the palace for protection, but found it 
already in possession of the rioters. They 
then retreated to Jinsen, a port fifteen 
miles distant, being repeatedly assailed 
on the way. Four of their party were 
killed, three wounded, and several are 
missing. The survivirs, among whom 
were the envoy and consul, reached a 
British surveying ship in the neighbor- 
hood, arriving at Nagasaki. A Japanese 
ship of war was ordered to go to the rescue : 
of the imperiled Japanese and to obtain 
information as to the cause of the out- 
break, but to avoid discussion or dispute. 
The vessel returned August 4th, announ- 
cing that the Japanese at Seoul had prob- 
ably all been slaughtered, and the capital j 
was in a state of anarchy. Of the royal ' 
inmates of the palace the king alone sur- 
vived. The queen was murdered, and the 
heir and the hitter's brother, both chil- 
dren, butchered. Thirteen ministers of 
state and other high dignitaries were 
slain. The proceedings are said to have 
been directed by the ex-regent, Tai-in- 
Kim, by some pronounced the father and 
by others the uncle of the king. He has 
always been a violent opponent of foreign 
intercourse. Whether he has assumed 
control of the government is not yet 
known. In the ports of Enseal' and (leu 
Sau there had been no disturbance. Japan 
acted with promptness and prudence. A 
naval and military rendezvous has been 
established at Simionsky, the nearest port ' 
to Corea, and a Meet dispatched to the i 
scene of disorder, and troops are gathered 
to await the development of affairs. Repa- 
ration must be absolute and uncondi- 
tional, or war will ensue. 

A telegram from the navy department j 
at Washington, received by Admiral Clitz, 
commanding the United States naval force 
in Asia, announcing that Commodore Shu- ! 
feldt's treaty with Corea had been re- ! 
jectod, and requesting a ship of war to be 
sent to Corea, and stating that Mr. 
Young, minister to China, would assume 
diplomatic control of the question, has 
been received. The German treaty with 
Corea has been signed, and an attempt to 
negotiate a French treaty has been made, 
but failed owing to the French agent's in- 
sistanco that missionaries be allowed to 
pursue their calling in the kingdom. 

Honii Kono, July 110. — Conraux, a 
French missionary, is reported killed by 
a native mob at Ilcshun, near the Amoor 
River. Other survivors of the mission 
still exist, and are in a pitiable condition. ' 
The injuries indicted on them were of the 
most horrible kind. The French Lega- 
tion at Peking is now investigating. 
Affairs are still unsettled between the 
French in Amoor and the native authori- 
ties. | 

The Chinese envoy to Japan was sud- j 
denly summoned home. The public are 
given to understand this is to impart ; 
new instructions touching the Corea ■ 
business. ' 

The final instalment of Japan's first 
foreign loan, contracted in England ton 
years ago, was paid July 111. The for- 
eign indebtedness is now only a few 
million dollars. 

The Emperor of Japan is reported to 
be suffering from a disease with the char- 
acteristics of dropsy. ■ 

TheCorean troubles have greatly affect- 
ed paper currency, now at a discount of 
,'0 per cent, below silver. Extraordin- ' 
ary reports appear in Japanese newspa- 
pers respecting the cremation of corp.ies 
of the poorer victims of cholera. Oper- 
atives appear to have been stricken with • 
panic, anil in considerable numbers for- 
sook their work, the Government au- I 
thorities finding it impossible to replace I 
them only by men of great ignorance and 
questionable character. Work was much I 
neglected. Scores of bodies decayed bo- 
fore being burned, and persons still 
alivo wore thrown into the Mames. 

The most salutary reforms instituted by j 
Okuma, recently head of the finance de- j 
partment, have been thrown aside. 

In the violent, gales between Japan and 
China, which prevailed early in August, 
many sailing ships were damaged and j 
several are missing. Dispatches from ! 
China announce a hurricane along the i 
sautheast coast, disastrous to shipping, j 
Heavy Hoods in the interior of Japan are I 
causing great injury to the rice crop, and ! 
loss of human life and cattle. 

The opening of the great national bank 
of Japan is still postponed. 

Yokohama, Aug. 1 1.— Ill feeling among j 
American residents of Japan is excited by ! 
repeated and apparently studied discour- i 
tesies to the American flag on the part of 
Bril ish naval officers.

Rioting 1 by Hindoos and Manomme- 
dans. 

Cai.oi tta, Aug. 28 -Fearful rioting be- 
tween Hindoos and Mahommedans has 
occurred here. Three Mahommedans 
have been arrested. An eye-witness of 
the disorders says he saw the disem- 
boweled body of a Mahommedan infant 
lying on the ground, its arm torn off. 
The headless corpses of Mahommedan 
men and women were lying on every side. 
The houses of Mahommedans were burn- 
ed and the principal mosque almost razed 
to the ground. The heads of pigs have 
been thrown into wells with the corpses 
of Mahommedan children. Troops are 
still patrolling the streets. Mohammedans 
are still a small minority of the popula- 
tion. 

A further reserve has been formed for 
immediate service in Egypt, ami it will 
be dispatched on receipt of orders to that 
effect from Gen. Wolseley; the whole 
control of the Indian division having 
been made over to that general.

THE THISTLE BY-LAW. 

His Honor gave judgment in tho case 
of Mr. Roberts, charged with having 
thistles on his premises in Fort street on 
the 18th instant so as to endanger the 
spread thereof, contrary to the by-law. 

After reviewing tho evidence His Honor 
said: "Suppose Swain's evidence of half 
a dozen thistles being uncut to bo cor- 
rect, they would not make much of a case 
to bring into court; but there is no legal 
proof that any of the six thistles had dis- 
persed their seed, and tho thistle by-law 
being a penal enactment it must bo con- 
strued strictly; consequently the case must 
be dismissed. " 

His Honor then delivered judgmont in 
the case of Mr. A. McLean, who lived 
no.vt door to Mr. Roberts, and was 
charged with the same offence at the same 
time and place. 

In reviewing the evidence of Sergeant 
RIoomQeld he summarized it as follows: 

1. A great number of thistles wore in 
flower. 

2. The seeds were blowing from the 
others, which were ripe. 

I). There was one against the fence four 
feet high, flowering. 

To the court ho explains that the seods 
rthich were iiy)f came from some thistles 
« Inch wore cut. 

His Honor, after glancing at tho rest 
of the evidence already published, said: 
"The observations which I have made 
in tho case of Roberts respecting tho con- 
struing of penal statutes will apply in 
this case. Any one who reads tho evi- 
dence will see that it is uncertain, vague 
and contradictory; in fact, not such as 
would warrant a conviction. Case dis- 
missed. " 

In the adjourned case of Mr. Finlay- 
son his honor said the defendant had 
stated that he had had the thistles cut 
down, and that he had hitherto been 
paying the corporation for this service. 
Tho thistles wore all cut on the 18th of 
August. These remaks applied both to 
.Mi. Fiulayson's own lot and tu that on 
the Work estate, for which ho was trustee. 
Under the circumstances he would inflict 
the lightest tine, that of 810, in each case. 

It having been shown that Mr. Mason 
was nut tho agent of tho Rhodes estate, 
but only the receiver appointed by the 
court, the case was withdrawn, us was 
also that of Mr. Ward, it having been 
shown that the lot on which ho was 
charged had been leased to another party. 

Mr. Thomas Storey's case, adjourned 
from the 25th, was continued. He was 
charged with having on the 18th allowed 
thistles to grow and thesoed to ripen and 
in danger of spreading on a lot on Gov- 
ernment and B rough ton streets. 

Sergeant Hlooinlield stated that on tho 
date in question he saw thistles growing 
in defendant's yard ; one of them in (lower 
and in danger of causing the socd to 
spread. 

Mr. Storey said he at (ended to the 
matter himself, and employed a China- 
man to cut I hem down, and was so confi- 
dent this had been done thai on receiving 
the summons he took the officers to look 
at the lot. 

Mr. Swain corroborated Hloomlield's 
testimony. 

Mr. Storey said ho had no witnesses. 
His Honor said he would adjourn the 
case for a week to allow the defendant to 
make application to the Council iti the 
matter. 

Superintendent O'Connor pressed for a 
conviction, as he thought the application 
to the Council would be of no use. 
His Honor adhered to his decision. 
The case of Mr. Norris charged with 
allowing thistles to grow on lot No. 7315 
on the north sido of Chatham street on 
the 18th inst, adjourned from the 25th 
was continued . 

Sergt. Hlooinlield said that Mr. Norris 
paid taxes for, and was the assumed ow- 
ner and occupier of said lot, on which 
thistles were growing on the date in 
question sufficiently ripe to be in danger 
of spreading tho seed. 

Mr. Russell, city assessor and collector, 
said Mr. Norris was assessed on lota 732 
and 733 and seven feet of 734 since Jan . 
1878. He was assessed in his own name. 
He bought the part of lot 734 in Dec. 
1881, and paid taxes on tho w hole. This 
portion commenced on tho western boun- 
dary of lot 734 and ran easterly 7 foot. 

Mr. Swain corroborated Sergt. Hloom- 
lield's evidence. He picked some ripe 
thistles in the centre of the lot. 

Sergt. Hlooinlield having boon out to 
view the lots, said they fronted on Chat- 
ham strpet, and the ground he referred to 
would be part of 734, and there wore 
thistles ready to seed growing on the 
portion of 7 feet owned by defendant, 
sufficiently ripe to spread tho seed, and 
he produced a bunch of thistles cut that 
morning. 

Defendant was not aware he owned 
that piece at all as he thought it was ihe 
other end of the lot. He pleaded guilty 
and was fined 810- 

Phkasan rs. — A gentleman of this city 
. has imported a number of English and 
Chinese pheasants and turned them out

RUSSIA "WANTS ENGLAND TO 
GIVE PLEDGES. 



Diacovorr and Arroat of Austrian

London, Aug. 24 — The dispatch an- 
nouncing the capt ore of Tel el Kelur with 
2000 prisoners was received with incre- 
dulity, as it was not believed thai the En- 
glish advance could possibly have tra- 
versed nearly forty miles of difficult coun- 
try and captured an intrenched position 
within less than 24 hours. The war office 
communicated at once with General 
Wolsele.y and learned that Tel el Mahuta, 
ten miles from Ismalia and but three 
miles from the British outposts at Ne- 
liscbe, was the place occupied by the van 
of the British column. The position was 
not seriously defended by A raid's follow- 
ers, and tho prisoners taken, about 200 
in number, were mostly sick or wounded. 
Arabi's recent movements fully confirm 
the intention conveyed in the previous 
dispatches to the effect that (he Egyptian 
leador would not risk a general engage- 
ment with the British at any point near 
their immediate base, but fallback to Tel 
ol Kobir, or even Zogazig, in order to de- 
prive them of the support of their iron- 
clad fleet and at the same time afford an 
opportunity for the effective use of his 
large force of Bedouins and other irre- 
gular cavalry in the open country. 

It is not believed that Arabi will make 
a decided stand at Tel el Kobir, and il is 
probable that the decisive engagement of 
the campaign may occur between that 
place and Zaga/.ig. Natives who have 
just come into the British lines report 
that strong ontroiiehiuonU cover all ap- 
proaches to the town and are mounted 
with heavy guns, and thai Arabi has 
strengthened his force at Hurden anil also 
posted a detachment of infantry and ar- 
tillery at Belbei, on tho fresh water canal, 
about 14 miles south of Tel el Kobir to 
guard against any attempt to Hank his 
present position. A deserter from tho 
Fourth Egyptian regiment, of which Arabi 
was colonel, says that Arabi will make every 
elfort to delay an engagement in order to 
train time to allow the false prophet, who 
is now making rapid marches northward, 
to form a junction with him at or near 
Cairo. 

Lonhon, Aug. 25. — Con. Wolseley, in 
a dispatch to the war office, recounts the 
engagement at Magfar un Thursday, in 
which he hold his ground the whole day 
against 10,000 Egyptians. His forces 
numbered 2000. 

The war office has received tho follow- 
ing from Gen. Wolseley, dated lsmaila, 
Aug. 25th: "1 pushed on again this 
morning at daybreak to the enemy's 
strongly intrenched position at Mahalla, 
and from the bold way in which they at- 
tacked yesterday hoped thoy would stand 
their ground to-day. They withdrew 
their guns, however, last night. They 
had twelve in the action yesterday, The 
foice at my disposal this morning was the 
first division and all tho English cavalry, 
with 10 guns. My intention was to pivot 
my left at the dam we took yesterday, 
and to swing around my right to take the 
enemy's position in flank and drive them 
into the fresh water canal, send the cav- 
alry completely around their position to 
occupy the railway in their rear, anil, if 
possible, to capture the engines and roll- 
ing stock. This operation was very well 
carried out. All the heavy work de- 
volved on the cavalry and artillery, which 
were well handled by Major-General 
Lowe. Ho attacked the rear of the en- 
emy, who had a largo camp at Mattsa- 
moh railway station, which betook, rout- 
ing tho enemy with considerable loss and 
taking live Krupp guns, 75 railroad cars 
laden with provisions, and a largo quan- 
tity of ammunition and ritles. Notwith- 
standing the fact of our horses being unfit 
for heavy work, and the long march 
which the reinforcements I ordorod yos- 
torday had to make, I have reason to bo 
pleased with what has boon done. Al- 
though I did not intend to advance be- 
yond Mahalla for some days, such has 
been the success of the cavalry to-day 
that I intend to-morrow to occupy the 
Ivasandin lock of the fresh water canal, 
about 2^! miles west of Mcshamed sta- 
tion. Its possession will sonure a safe 
paaaago across the dosert lying between 
Ismalia and the cultivated land of Delta, 
Tho enemy seem so demoralized and so 
averse to await tho attack of our in- 
fantry, that it is possible t hoy may not 
make the determined stand I anticipated 
before we reached Zagazig. The Guards 
under tho Duko of Connaught made a 
very trying march yesterday across the 
desert. They wore admirably handled by 
him. Our losses yesterday woro: House- 
hold cavalry, one private killed and tivo 
wounded, and ton horses killed; horse ar- 
tillery, two privates and two horses killed; 
York and Lancaster regiment, ono pri- 
vate killed and live wounded; marines, 
ono private killed; mounted infantry, two 



officers wounded. There have been 48 
cases of sunstroke among the privates, j 
one fatal." 

Ism All. a, Aug. 24. —The enemy shelled 
the household cavalry while the latter ! 
were on the march to day, and a few men 
and several horses were wounded, but the 
affair was merely playing at low bowls. 

It is statfd that Damleh has been ova- 
cuated; but the Arabs in retreating cut 
the fresh water canal more seriously than 
before. 

Small parties of Arabs continued to 
surrender, mostly old soldiers whom Arabi 
compelled to join his forces. 

Alexandria, Aug. 25. -The enemy ate i 
pitching a number of tents in front of 1 
their position. It is believed to be a ruse 
to mask the withdrawal of troops. 

London, Aug. 25. - It is generally ex- 
pected that the British troops will move I 
forward in strength Sunday. 

It is stated that Ali Hey .lussef, gov- ' 
ernor of the citadel at Cairn, is willing to 
band over the city to the Knglish in the 
name of the khedive. 

The enemy is reported in force ten 
miles from Ismalia. Occasionally l hey 
attack our pickets, lint retire directly we 
advance. Our line extends over a mile 
and a half beyond Ismalia, with advanced 
pickets and outposts of infantry and cav- 
alry. 'Ihe Duke of CuUtlitilghl with a 
brigade of Guards is stationed at ihe left 
of Ismalia. 'I be water supply continues 
to diminish, and people are very much in 
need of it. 

Vienna, Aug. 25. It is reported from 
Constantinople that the sultan has con- 
sulted Germany in regard to a military 
convention, and (hut Germany advised 
him to come to an understanding with 
England, as co-operation with that nation 
is the only means of defeating Russia's 
plans. 

Const an tinuplk, Aug. 20. — Nelidoff, 
Russian ambassador here, finding it im- 
possible in tho face of tho decided atti- 
tude of Lord Dull'crin to get stipulations 
of the military convention between Tur- 
key and England examined, and if neces- 
sary mollified, by a conference, is now 
endeavoring to have the document offi- 
cially communicated to the conference as 
so ui as it is signed. At the same time 
he wishes to exact from Ureal Britain a 
formal declaration that she will seek no 
exclusive advantage in Egypt and wil 
submit the final solution of the question 
to the decision of Kurupe. Nelidott' has 
already obtained the support to his effort 
of at least one oi Ins colleagues. 

CoNSTA.NTlNol'i.K, Aug. 25. —Said Pasha 
and Assnu Pasha, Turkish delegates tu 
the conference, have advanced fresh de- 
mands relative to the military convention 
with Kngland, to the effect that Turks 
should land at Alexandria and that a 
proclamation relative to Arabi Pasha, in- 
stead of declaring him a rebel should 
summon him to submit to the khedive. 

Al.KXANDKIA, Aug. 25. On the ene- 
my's left 500 men have been working the 
wholo afternoon mi new out renchineuls 
across the sands between the railway em- 
bankment and Lake Maroolis. Thus his 
thinks are now covered by entrenchments 
to Lake Mareolia on one side and Lake 
Aboiikir on the other. There is reason 
to believe the Egyptians have mounted a 
gun on the railway track. A large new i 
camp has been observed on the plain 
south of Lake Maroolis, which probably 
contains reinforcements from Tripoli. 

Pour Saih, Aug. 2C — Owing to the 
fall in the canal at Ismalia I he company 
has suspended dredging. Tho Knglish 
made a reconnoissance mi the 24th inst. 1 
toward Fort Gheimleh, which they found 1 
still garrisoned by Arabs. The sanitary 
agent of the British government, a post- 
oftico official and two priests were found 
there. They had been loaded with chains 
for six weeks and subjected to the most 
terrible cruelty . 

Damietta is reported captured. 

Port Said, Aug. 2(1.— Some of the 
principal Arab merchants of Port Said 
and Damietta have contributed money | 
towards the cause of the rebels. Five 
hundred horses have boon sent them from 
Damietta. Wild stories are still circulat- 
ed among the natives of Arabi's great 
successes. 

Ismalia, Aug. 25. — This morning the 
enemy turned out of their strung position 
near Ramses station and retreated, leav- 
ing their camp behind. They look some 
guns with them. 

Al.KXVNiiKfA, Aug. 20. —Reliable infor- 
mation received from the interior is to 
the effect that the Nile is rising rapidly, 
but is much below the level reached at 
this time last year. 

Al.KA-ANlHtlA, Aug. 20. — The orders not 
to allow disembarkation in Egypt of Turk- 
ish troops without previous signature of 
the miltury commander and issue of a 
proclamation against Arabi Pasha remain 
uncancelled. 

The khedive has received information 
that Arabi Pasha has withdrawn 5000 of 
his best troops from Kafr el Dwar to Tel 
el Keibir. 

Deserters from Arabi Pasha's forces 
state that Hanfi Pasha has been poisoned 
for disputing with Arabi Pasha. 

Six staff officers who surrendered io 
Gun. Wolseley before the bombardment 
of Nefisch took place have arrived at Al- 
exandria. 

Dtulin, Aug. 20. — The decision uf 
Lord Spencer, given in reply to a doputa- 
lion of the corporation of Dublin headed 
by the lord mayor, who complained thai j 
Cray's sentence was arbitrary and oxces- 
sive, and asked a searching inquiry on 
oath as to the conduct of the jury which 
convicted Hynos and alleged abuse in em- j 
panelling the jury, Lord Spencer said ho 
was satisfied that the jury should he set 
aside on the ground of religion, and that 
tho sole desire of law officers was to ob- 
tain a fair and impartial jury. 

London, Aug. 2G. — Tho whaler Palynia 
has arrived in Pentland tilth with 120 j 
tuna of oil. She reports fishing has been j 
fairly successful, catches averaging 50 to j 
120 tons. Tho remainder of the Dundee | 
fleet remains in Davis straits until the 
beginning of October. 

A NTWEiir, Aug. 20. — The wood wharves 
of Fievo, Goemaes, Vers, Freeniver and 
and others are or. fire. A damage of 
S2()(),000 has already been done. The fire 
is still spreading. 

London, Aug. 20. — In consequence of 
the disturbed state of the country in tho 
vicinity of Athlone soldiers and police, on 
cars, scour it nightly. 

London, August 20. —The necessary 
£1,000 for expenses of the P.ritish rifle 
loam, which sails on (he steamer Alaska, 
is subscribed. 

Constantinople, Aug. 25.— Lord Duf- 
ferin to-day informed Said Pasha and As- 
sym Pasha that his government by yield- 
ing to tho objections raised by the sultan 
were prepared to waive tho demand that 
any movement of Turkish troops be first 
approved by the British. Lord Dufferin 
therefore proposed that tho Knglish and 
Turkish commanders should first deliber- 
ate together, and if the English general 
should not approve the proposed opera- 
tions the Turkish commander should still 
be at liberty to carry them out. Said 
Pasha then urged (.he landing of Turkish 
troops at Alexandria as indispensable for 
the future combined action of tho two 



armies. Ho suggested that the Turkish 
troops make Alexandria, which the En- 
glish would evacuate, their baso of opora- 
Tions, while the British base of operations 
would be Ismalia. As far as regards mili- 
tary affairs this is the only point of dif- 
ference between Lord Dufferin and the 
porte. 

Ismalia, Aug. 20. — Ramses and Birket 
el Monsatnh were occupied yesterday by 
the P.ritish. Losses small on both sides. 
The enemy retreated. Horses are suffer- 
ing much from beat. The transport ser- 
vice is insufficient and the army telegraph 
train has not yet arrived. Engineers 
working the Egyptian line to Port Said 
say it works very heavy, there being only 
one. The life guards captured eight 
prisoners, who were dressed as ordinary 
peasants, but carried arms. Two had 
long muzzle-loaders, the others carried 
Remington ritles. The scouts displayed 
great boldness. The enemy was much 
stronger than was expected. They had a 
number of cavalry and were spread out in 
a semi-circle. Soon we saw train after 
train of reinforcements arriving. Our 
guns commenced firing at II o'clock. At 
first our tiro was very weakly responded 
to, but in the afternoon the rebels threw 
six shot to our one. They produced, 
however, very little effect. The tiro of 
the enemy, though fairly good for ama- 
teurs, was not correct. Altogether our 
men and horses stood tho heat of tho sun 
fairly well. A launch sent up the canal 
with two guns and a siege train wull prob- 
ably be ready to-morrow with the forty- 
pounder. The Kith Bengal cavalry will 
land to-morrow. The troops behaved 
well. They wore all day without water 
orf tod. After inarching ten miles through 
the heavy sand the enemy's cavalry swept 
around tho British right flank, but did 
not come within striking distance. The 
Egyptian lire was too hot for the life 
guards to close the opening between 
thorn and the British infantry, and passed 
the day lying down behind banks and 
ditches. After the engagement General 
Wolseley rode to Ismalia and returned 
hue in tho evening. Reinforcements ar- 
rived during the night, but the guns not 
until early next morning, having had 
great difficulty in getting through the 
Mind. At daylight it was found, to the 
great disappointment of our men, that 
the main body of the enemy had with- 
drawn. The ligyptian artillery fought 
well and tired much more accurately than 
at Kafr el Dwar. The infantry were con- 
temptible and the cavalry little better. 
Many of both t hose arms wore observed 
breaking from the ranks and dispersing 
under our tire of shell. The enemy's 
h.ss is estimated at 400. The first shell 
fired by the enemy passed a few foot over 
General Wolseley 's head and took off the 
leg of a horse ten yards behind him. Tho 
enemy throughout the light declined tu 
come to close quarters. The two gunners 
killed were struck by shrapnel near Wol- 
seley 's position. 

LoNiiuN, Aug. 2(1. — A letter from 
Prince Ibrahim, brother of the khedive, 
to Lord Granville, is published, asking 
thai he be allowed to serve with the 
British army in Egypt. Lord Granville 
replied, regretting his inability to accept 
the prince's offer of service. 

The Standard has reason to believe 
Goneral Wolseley has applied for more 
hoops. This probably moans tho third 
division of the army corps now mobilizing 
at Aldershot. 

Si kz, Aug. 20. - Large numbers of 
Egyptians are intrenching southward of 
Meks, apparently with the object of pre- 
venting a Hank movement by the' British. 
A small reconnoissance made last evening 
caused the enemy to withdraw through a 
shallow part of Lake Mareotis. Two bat- 
talions of the enemy's infantry withdrew 
yesterday to Aboukir to occupy the isth- 
mus between Lake Aboukir and Edko. 
This is an important position, as if Abou- 
kir was once captured Kafr el Dwar could 
be turned by a birce traversing the isth- 
mus. Advices from the interior represent 
the cotton crop as having suffered con- 
siderably owing to want of irrigation. 

Pout Raid, Aug. 20. — De Lesscps and 
sou will leave here Sunday. 

Ismalia, Aug. 20. — All troops except 
the Irish fusileors and three batteries of 
artillery have gone to the front. Two 
squadrons of Indian cavalry have arrived 
and also gone forward. On Thursday the 
British gunners were so exhausted after 
Borne hours of continuous work that they 
were obliged to lie down, wdiile the drivers 
worked the guns. 

Pour Said, Aug. 20. — In tho course of 
a conversation to-day De Lesseps adhered 
to his opinion in regard to a neutral 
party in Egypt, and said he still consid- 
ered Arabi Pasha a noble patriot, and he 
felt happy that he, De Lesseps, had a 
great share in preventing France from 
participating in the adventure, which, he 
believes, will have an even more disas- 
trous consequence than the French expe- 
dition to Mexico. He said he believed 
the campaign will be long, and that the 
English would encounter determined re- 
sistance. 

The garrison at Chcmileh has boen 
largely reinforced, and Arabs are con- 
structing trenches in the direction of Port 
Said. The gunboat is sent each night to 
watch the movements of Arabs and pre- 
vent an advance on the strand at Port 
Said. 

Kachid Pasha has made submission to 
the khedive. Additional deserteis among 
Arabi's forces are reported. 

Ai.kxandkia, Aug. 20. — There is an 
unexpected hitch in political matters. 
Riaz Pasha, who was summoned by the 
khedive to form a new ministry, has re- 
fused to take ollice if the chamber of no- 
tables is restored, as ho considers such an 
institution unstated to Egypt. 

Two Tunisian merchants, who eacaped 
from Kafr el Dwar, have arrived here. 
They declare the country to be generally 
discontented with Arabi Pasha and anx- 
ious for peace. This applies particularly 
to Cairo. 

It is stated that Arabi Pasha's governor 
at Port Said has arrived here, but not an 
a prisoner. 

The water supply is again restricted 
and arrangements for condensing have 
boen made by which each inhabitant will 
bo supplied with ono gallon of water 
daily. 

Constantinople, Aug. 20. — A council 
of ministers under the presidency of the 
sultan is now sitting at, the palace, to de- 
cide definitely in regard to' the convention 
with England and other ponding ques- 
tions. Lord Dufforin firmly maintains 
that Turkish troops shall only be allowed 
to disembark at Rosetta, Damietta or 
Aboukir, and categorically refuses to 
permit their landing at Alexandria, Port 
Said or Suez. 

Lord Dufforin, British ambassador, has 
promised that pilgrims will be permitted 
to traverse Suez canal as usual. 

Vienna, Aug. 20. — A statement is pub- 
lished relating to the robbory of the 
house of a shoemaker during July. The 
documents say that for a long time past 
revolutionary journals in foreign conn- 
trios have tried to incite the working 
classes to destruction of all institutions of 
the state, and that under the influence of 
these productions a fsctiou has been 



formed among the workiiigmeti of Vien- 
na, represented by the principles of 
Herr Most. The authorities received in- 
formation that the robbery was affected 
by local radicals in order to increase 
funds of the association. A portion of 
the stolen property was discovered at the 
home of one of the revolutionary lead- 
ers, and the remainder was found at 
houses of revolutionary workingmen. A 
quantity of correspondence was also seized, 
by means of which other socialists im- 
plicated in the robbory were arrested. 
Altogether ton persons have been arrest- 
ed, including Herr Pouckort, editor of the 
radical workingmen's paper Die Zimkft. 
It is suspected that the recent robbery 
of the palace of Count Andrassy at Buda- 
pesth was planned by socialists. 

Viknna, Aug. 20. — It is reported that 
the visit of Prince Nikola of Montene- 
gro at St. Petersburg is connected with 
tho near approaching coronation of the 
czar, for which great preparations are 
being speedily made. 

London, Aug. 25. — Sir Frederick 
Loighton, president of the Royal Acad- 
emy, has written to Wm. Cox Bennett, 
LL. D., consenting to add his name to 
the list of those willing to promote the 
project of placing a bust of the poet 
Longfellow in Westminster Abbey if 
there be a precedent for such a step. 

Li.MKKicK, Aug. 20. - Some excitement 
exists hero because six sub-constables, 
supposed originators of the recent agita- 
tion among the constabulary, are order- 
ed transferred to northern counties. Thu 
men askod for a day's time before leav- 
ing, which was refused; thereupon thoy 
resigned, and several other resignations 
are threatened. The government has 
prevented the use of the telegraph for 
communication between the constabulary. 
A meeting at Limerick was called to- 
night. 

Drm. in, Aug. 20. The nationalists of 
Carrick-on-Suir, county Tipperary, are 
preparing a public funeral Monday for 
Chas. J. Kiekham, the Fenian. 

Paris. Aug. 20. — Hon. Levi Morton 
and wife will return hero tho Kith Sep 
t ember. 

Hon. Randall L. Gibson, uf Louisiana, 
has arrived here eu route to Vichy. 

London, Aug. 20. — A telegram from 
Hongkong, dated Thursday, says 4,000 
natives have died of Asiatic cholera in 
the Phillipine islands; but the disease is 
decreasing. Only six fatal cases occur- 
red among Europeans. 

Dublin, Aug. 25. — A man named Gav- 
in has boen arrested in Funis, county 
Mayo, charged with being concerned in 
the murder of the Joyce family. 

Warsaw, Aug. 25. Renewal of out- 
rages against Jews is reported from thu 
interior of Poland. Assailants are en- 
couraged in their attacks by the apathy 
of officials.
